Authorize award and execution of Amendment No. 4 to a requirements service contract with SYNAGRO OF 
TEXAS – CDR, INC., Tomball, TX, to provide biosolids hauling and land application for the Austin Water Utility, to 
exercise the holdover provisions of the contract for a period of 120 days and to include an increase in an amount not 
to exceed $250,000, for a total revised contract amount not to exceed $3,250,000.

The contract is for the loading of biosolids located at the Austin Water Utility’s, Hornsby Bend Biosolids Management 
Plant and hauling this material to the contractor’s sites for land application or disposal.  The biosolids to be applied or 
disposed of will be Class B biosolids at approximately 14% to 20% total solids.   
 
This contract was competitively bid and awarded in October 2008, in an amount of $1,000,000 for 12-months with two 
12-month options for a total contract amount not to exceed $3,000,000.  The recommended council action is to approve 
an amendment in an estimated amount not to exceed $250,000 and the authorization for a 120 day holdover under the 
terms and conditions of this agreement for such a period of time as is reasonably necessary to re-solicit, for a final contract 
value of $3,250,000.
